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Refuse  Disposal. 

Owing  to  the  refuse  destructor  requiring  extensive 
repairs  to  make  it  efficient  after  the  heavy  overloading 
placed  on  it  during  the  war  years,  the  Council  decided  at 
the  end  of  1945  to  discontinue  its  use  and  use  the  Controlled 
Tipping  method  of  refuse  disposal  for  parishes  previously 
served  by  the  destructor. 

Housing  Survey. 

A housing  survey  of  the  district  was  started  in 
September  1945,  and  at  the  end  of  that  year  540  houses  had 
been  surveyed  and  classified.
